and it was well known that they had 
no Ships of War to protet them. It 
was not very agreeable to common Po- 
licy to land an Army upon an Ifland, 
an Ifland wholly deftitute of Provifi- 
ons for their Support, while an hoftile 
Navy was in Poffeflion'of the Sea, by 
which the Fortrefs which their Troops 
were deftined to befiege might be daily 
fupplied with MNeceffaries, and the 
Garrifon augmented with new Forces, 
while their Army would be itfelf be- 


fieged in a barren Ifland, without Pro- £ 


vifions, without Recruits, without Hope 
of Succour or Poflibility of Succels. 
But fuch was the Solicitude of our 
Admiral for the Prefervation of Mino- 
cra, that he abandoned his Station, and 
suffered the Jéerians to join their Con- 


federates of Biefujcu, and profecute 
their Voyage to Columbia, without 
Hindrance or Perfuit. 

In Columbia they remained for fome 
time Mafters of the Sea and confined 
Venron to the Ports; but want of Prc- 
vifions obliging the Bhfuftudians to 
return, no Invafion of our Colonies 
was attempted, nor any of thofe de- 
firutive Meafures perfued which we 


B had Reafon to fear, and of which our 


Minifter, notwithftanding his wonderful 
Sagacity, could not have foretold that 
they would have been defeated by api 
unexpected Scarcity of Vidtuals. 

TheJéerians, however, gained by this 
Expedient Time to repair their Fortifi- 
cations, ftrengthen their Garrifons, and 
difpofe their forces in the moft advan- 
tageous Menney ; and therefore, tho’ 
they were not enabled to attack our 
Dominions, had at leaft an Opportu- 
nity of fecuring their own. 


Dp At length, Sir, le& it thould be in- 


difputably evident, that our Minifter 
was in Confederacy with the Jberians, 
it was determined, that their Co/um- 
bian Territories fhould be invaded, 
but Care was taken to difappoint the 
Succefs of the Expedition by employ- 
ing new raifed Troops, and Officers 
without Experience, and to make it 
burthenfome to the Nation by a double 
Number of Officers, of which no Ufe 
could be difcovered, but that of en- 
creafing the Influence, and multiply- 
ing the Dependants of the Miniftry. ;

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It was not thought fufficient, Sir, 
to favour the Defigns of the Jberi- 
ans by the Delay which the Levy 
of new Troops neceflarily produced, 
and to encourage them by the Pro- 
bability of an eafy Refifiance a- 
gainft raw Forces ; . nor was the Na- 
tion, in the Opinion of the Minifter, 
punithed for its Rebellion againft him 
with adequate Severity, by being con- 
demned to fuppost a double’ Number 
of Troops: 
to be ufed for embarraffing our Prepa- 
rations, and protracting the War. 
The Troops, therefore, Sir, being 
by the Accident of ahard Winter more 
fpeedily raifed than it was reafonable 
toexpect, were detained in this Ifland 


for feveral Months, upon trivial Pre. C ous Triumph of Revenge they’ were 


tences ; and were at length fuffered to 
embark at a Time when it was well 
known. that they. would. have-much 
more formidable Enemies than the J- 
berian to encounter; when the unheal- 
thy Seafon ef the Colimbiaz Climate, 


mutt neceflasily deftroy them by’ thau- 


fands, when the Air itfelf was Poifon, 
and to be wopnded certainly Death. 
‘Thefe were the Hardthips to which 
part af our Fellow-fubjeéts have. been 
expofed by the Tyranny of the Mi-

not. obviate, nor Bravery furmount ; 
they. were. fent to combat with Na- 
ture, toencounter with the Blafts. of 
Difeafe, and to. make War againit the 
Elemenis... They were fent to feed 
the Vultures of Columbia, and. to gra- 
ely, she Jberians with an eafy -Cor- 
ueft. 2 
. In: the, Paflage the Gexeral died, 
and the Command develved upon, a 
Man who had never feen. an Enemy, 
and was. therefore only, a. {peculative 
Warrior ; an Accident, which as it was 
not unlikely to happen, would have been 
provided againit by any. Miniiter who 
withed for Succefs. . The melancholy 
Event of this; Expedition, Jyneed. not 
mention, it was fuch as otight be rea- 
fonably expe&ed ; when, our. Troops

Some other Methods were p 
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Enemies informed of their Approach, 
fecured by Fortifications, inured to the 
Climate, well provided and skilfully 
commanded. 

In the mean time, Sir, it is not to 
be. forgotten what Depredations were 
made upen ur trading Veflels, with 
what. Infolence “Ships of very. little 
Force approached ovr Coafts, and 
feized our Merchants in Sight of our 
Fortifications 4 itis hot to be forgotten 
that the Conduct of fome of thofe 
who owed their Revenues and Power 
to the Ninifter, gave yet ftronger 
Proofs of a Combination. 

It is not to be forgotten with what 
Effrontery the Loffes of our Merchants 
were ridiculed, with what contemptu, 
charged with the Guilt of this fatal 
War, and how> publickly they were 
condemned to fafter for their Folly. 

For .this Reafon,. Sir, they” iwete 
either denied the Security.of Convoys 
or forfaken in the moft dangerous. Parts 
of the Sea, by: thofe to whofe Protec- 
tion they were, in appearance, Commit- 
ted. Forthis Reafon, they wereeither 
hindered : from engaging in~ their 
Voyage by the tofs of thoie Men who 
were detained unactive in the Ships of 
War, .or deprived of their Crews upon 
the high Seas, or fuffered to proceed 
only to become'a Prey to the [berians. 

But it was not, Sir, a fefficient 
Gratification of our implacable Mini- 
fter, that the Merchants were*diftreffled 
for alarming the Nation, it was thought 
likewile meceflary to punifh the Peo- 
ple foribelieving too ealily the Reports 
of the Merchaats, and to warn them 
for ever again daring . to imagine 
themfelves. able to difcern their own 
Intereft, or to preferibe other Meafures 
to the Minifters, than they fhould be 
themfelves inclined to perfue ; our Mi- 
nifer was refolued to fhow them, by a 
Matter-ftroke, that it was in his Power 
to difappoint their Defires by feeming 


to comply, and: ‘to deftroy their Com- © 


merce and their Happinefs by the 
very Means,.by which they hoped fo 
fecure them. 

For'this Puxpofe, Sir, did this great 
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Man fammon all his Politicks together, 
and call so Council all .his Confidents 
and all. his; Dependents, and it was at 
length after mature Deliberation de- 
termined by their united Wifdom, to 
put more Ships into Commiffion, to 
aggravate the Terrors of the Imprefs 
by new Violence and Severity, to draw 
the Sailors. by the Promife of large 
Rewards from the Service of the Mer- 
chants, to collect a mighty Fleet, and 
to difpatch it ona fecret Expedition. 

A fecret: Expedition, Sir, isa new 
Term of minifterial Art, a Term 
which may have been perhaps former- 


ly made Ufe of by Soldiers for a De- 


ngn to be executed without giving the 
Enemy an Opportunity of providing 
for their Defence, but is now ufed for 
a Defign with which the Enemy is 
better acquainted, than thofe te whom 
the Execution of it is-committed. A 
fecret Expedition is now an Expediti- 
onof which every one knows the De- 
fign, but thofe at whofe Expence it. is 
undertaken. . Ig. is a kind of naval 
Review, which excells thofe of the 
Park. in Magnificence and Expence, 
but is equally ufelefs, and equally ridi- 
culous. 

Upon thefe fecret Expeditions, how- 


ever, were fixed fora long Time the © 


Expedtations of the People, they faw 
all the Appearances of Preparation for 
real War, they were informed that the 
Workmen in the Docks were retained 
by uncommon Wages to do double 
Duty, they faw the moft fpecious En- 


courdgements offered to the Sailors, F 


they jaw naval Stores accumulated 
with the utmoft Induftry, heard of 
nothing but the Proof of new Cannon 
and- new Contraéts for Provifion, and 
and how much Reafon foever they had 
to queftion the Sincerity of § great Man 
who had fo long engroffed the Man- 
agement of all Affairs, they did not 
imagine that he was yet fo abandoned 
to levy Forces only to exhauft their 
Money, and equip Fleets only to ex- 
pofe them to Ridicule. 

When therefore, Sir, after the ufual 
Delays, the Papers had informed the 
People that the great Fleet was failed,

p or Villany of. the Minifter: 


Such has been the Conduét for which 
we are defired to return Thanks in an 
humble and dutiful Addrefs, fuch are 
the Tranfations which we are to re- 
commend to the Apprcbation of our 
Conftituents, and fuch the Triumphs 
upon which’ we muft congratulate our 
Sovereign. ‘ 

For my Part,’ Sit, I cannot but 
think thatSilence isa Cenfure tco gert'e 
of that Wickednefs which no Language 
can exaggerate, and for which as it 
has perhaps no Example, human Kind 
have not yet provided a Name. Marder, 
Particide and Treafon, are modeft Ap- 
pellations when referred -to ‘that Con- 
duct by which a King’ is betrayed, and 
a Nation ruined under Pretence of 
promoting its Intereft; by a Man troft- 
ed with the Adminiftration of publick 
Affairs. ‘ 

Let us therefore, Sir, if it be thought 
not proper to lay before his Majefty 
the Sentiments of his People in their 
full Extent, at leaft not endeavour to 
conceal them from him, let us at leaf 
addrefs him in fuch a Manner as may 
give him fome Occafion to enquire in- 
to the late Tranfactions, which have for 
many 
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many Years been fuch, that to enquire 
into them is to condemn them.

SIR, 
Hough I am far from being 
either confounded or intimidated 
by this atrocious Charge, though J am 


coufident that all the Meafures which 
have been fo clamoroufly cenfured, 


will admit of a very eafy Vindication, B 


and that whenever they are explained 
they will be approved; yet as an Ac- 
cufaticn fo complicated cannot be con- 
futed without a long Recapitulation of 
paft Events, and a Deduction of many 
particular Circumftances, fome of 
which may require Evidence, 
fome a very minute and prolix Expli- 
cation, I cannot think this a proper 
Day for engaging in the Controverfy, 
becaufe it is my Intereft that it may be 
accurately difcuffed. 

At prefent, Sir, J fhall content my- 
felf with bare Affertions like thofe of 


him by whom I am accufed, and hope 
they will not be heard with lefs Atten- 
tion, or received with Jefs Belief. For 
furely it was never denied to any Man 
to defend himfelf with the fame Wea- 
pons with which he is attacked.

mazna? lt we deftroyed the Blefufeu- H 


dian Ships,was it not always with fome 
lois of our own ? And fince the Suffer- 


and Cc 
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ings of our Merchants have been men- 
tioned with fo much Acrimony, do not 
the Litts of the Ships taken in that War, 
prove that the Depredations of Priva- 
teers cannot be entirely prevented ? 

The Difappointment, Sir, of the 
publick Expeétation by the Return of 
the Fleets has been charged upon the 
Adminiftration, as a Crime too enor- 
mous to be mentioned without Horror 
and Deteftation. That the Miniftry 
have not the Elements in their Power, 
that they do not prefcribe the Courfe 
of the Wind, is a fufficient Proof of 
their Negligence and Weaknefs; with 
as much Juttice is it charged upon them, 
that the Expectations of the Populace, 
which they did not raife, and to which 
perhaps the Conqueft of 2 Kingdom 
had not been equal, failed of being 
gratified. 

Iam very far from hoping or defi-

HE following Debate having been 
produced by anOccafion very un- 
common and important, it is neceffary 
to give an Account of fuch Tranfac- 
tions as may contribute to illuftrate it. 

The Prime Minifter being driven out of 
the Houfe of Clinabs by the Preva- 
lence of thofe, who from their Oppo- 
fition to the Meafares of the Court, 
were termed the Country Party, (See 
p. 161) it was propofed that aCom- 
mittee foould be appointed, to enquire 
into the Conduét of publick Affairs C 
at Home and Abroad during the 
lat twenty Years, but the Motion 
was rejected by 244 to 24.2. (p.161.) 

It was afterwards moved, That a 
Committee fhould be appointed to 
enquire into the Condu& of Retrob 
Hurgo Ofrord, during the lat rzw 
Years in which he was -firft Com- 
miffioner of theTreafury, and Chan- 
cellor and Under-Treafurer of the 
Exchequer, which was carried by 
252 0245. (p. 162.) 

4 Committee of one and Twenty baing g 
chofen by Ballot, and entring upon the 
Enquiry, called before them M. Gib- 
nob, whe declared himfelf Agent 
to J. Boterel, and /aid, that Bote- 
rel being a@ Candidate for Wednev- 
to, and finding that no Succefi was 
to be expeBed without 5001. fent F 
a Friend to N. Pantox, with a Let- 
ter, and that he faw him return 
with a great Number of Papers in 
avbich he faid were Bills for 500 1. 

Boterel and his Fricnd being examined, 
confirmed the Teftimony of Gibnob, G 
and Boterel added, that he fent to 
Pantox as an Officer of the Treafury, 
acquainted with thofe who had the 
Difpofal of Maney ; that, bis Claim 
to the Favour which he asked arofe 

from a Difappointment in a former 
Ele&ion, that he never gave for the 
Money any Security or Acknowledze- 
ment, nor confider'd himlelf indebted 


for it to Paniox or any other Perfan. 
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Pantox being then examined, refujed 
to return any Anfwer to the Queftion 
of the Committee, becaufe the Antf- 
wer might tend to accufe himéelf. 
Which Reafon was alleged by others 


for alike Refufal. ( p. 377.) 
The Committee finding their Enquiries 
“eluded, by this Plea for Secrecy, 
which the Laws of Lillipat aller 
to be valid, reported to the Clinabs 
the Obfacles that they met with ; 
for the Removal of which a Bill 
avas brought in like that of * Indemni- 


* In the fhort Account. which we gavés* 
(p. 255, 256, 257) of Bills of Indemnifi- 
cation, we mention’d the Impeachment 
of the Duke of Leeds, on the Evidence of 
Sir Tho. Cooke; *:. not being judg’d to be 
fatisfaétory, or fo full as to enttle him 
to the Benefit of the A& to indemnify 
him, another Bill was. pafled to imprifon 
him and feveral others.

iving of the 5500 Guineas ( fee p. 267, 
&) to his Grace, but to one Mr Bates, 
who being examin’d, faid, that he would 
have pafled the faid Sum upon the Duke, 
who refufed it; that thereupon, as he 
could not very well tell Money. himéelf, 
he. ask’d Leave that his Servant might 
tell ic; to which my Lord giving Leave, 
Monf.

This Paper being read in 
the Houfe of Lords, the Duke rofe up 
and blamed the Commons for doing an 
unprecedented Thing; to charge a Man 
with Crimes before they had all the Evi- 
dences to make it goed; that it was 
ftrange they fhould fay they wanted a 
marerial Witnefs, and lay it upon him to 
produce this Witnefs; that he had fent a 
Mefienger for Monf. Robart, who was in 
the Country; that Robsrt returned, but 
hearing that his Lord was impeach’d, 
and Mt Bates in Prifon, he was affrighted, 
and went towards Harwich, defigning for 
Switzerland, his Native Country; ‘and 
his Grace knew that he would not be 
feen here again in Hafte. He then moved 
to be tried foon, or the Impeachment to 
be difcharged. To which fome Lords 
cried, Well moved, but the King’s com- 
ing to the Houle prevented any farther 
Refslution, aid put an End co the Affair.

They confidered,’ my Lords, not 
only how great was’ the Hardthips of 
being unjuitly condemned, but like- 
wife how much a Man might fuffer by 
being falfely-accufed, how much he 
might be hatraffed by a Profecution, 
and how fenfibly he might feel the 
Difgrace of a Trial. They knew that 
to be charged with Guilt imply’d fome p 
Degree of Reproach, and thet it gave 
room at leaft foran Inference that the 
known Condué& of the Perfon accufed 
was fuch as made it probable that he 
was flill more wicked than he appear- 
ed; they knew that the Credulity of 
fome might admit the Charge upon © 
Evidence that .was. reje€ted by the 
Court, and that Difference of Party, 
or private Quarrels might provoke 
others to propagate Reports once pub- 
lifhed, even when in their own Opini- 
on they were fafficient!y confuted; and p 
that therefore an innocent Man might 
languifh in Infamy by a groundlefs 
Charge, though he fhould efcape any 
legal Penalty. 

It has therefore, my Lords, been im- 
memorially eftablifhed- in this Nation, 
that no Man can be apprehended, orG 
called into Queftion for any Crime till 
there fhall be proof. 

Firft, that there is a Corpus De/ifi, 

a Crime really and vifib!y committed ; 

thus before a Procefs can be iffued out 

for enquiring after a Murderer, it mufti 

be apparent that a Murder has been 

perpetrated, the dead Body muft be 
(OGober 1742.)

his Abfence can be affigned, he mut be 
found with the Marks of Force upon 
him, or fome Circumftances that may, 
make it credible, that he did not perifh 
by Accident, or his own Hand. 

It is required, fecondly, my Lords, 
that he who apprehends any Perfon as 
guilty of ‘the. Fae thus. apparently 
committed, muft fufpeét him to be 
the. Criminal; for he.is not to take 
an Opportunity, afforded him by the 
Commiflion of an illegal A&, to grati- 
fy any fecret Malice, or wanton Curio- 
fity, or to drag to a folemn Examina- 
tion, thofe againft whom he cannot 
fupport an Accufation. 

And, my Lords, that Sufpicion may 
hot ravage the Reputation of Li//ipu- 
tians without Controul, that Men may 
not give way to the mere Suggeftions 
of Malevolence, and load the Charac- 
ters of thofe with atrocious Wicked- 
nefs, whom perhaps they have no real 
Reafon to believe more depraved than 
the Bulk of Mankind, and whofe 
Failing may have been exaggerated in 
their Eyes by Contrariety ot Opinion, 
or accidental Competition, it is required 
in the third Place, my Lords, that 
whoever apprehends or moléits another 
on Sufpicion of a Crime fhall be able 
to give the Reafons of his Sufpicion, 
and to prove them by competent Evi- 
dence. 

Thefe, my'Lords, are three Effentials 
which the Wifdom of our Anceftors 
has made indefpenfibly previous to the 
Arreft or Imprifonment of the meaneft 
Lilliputian ; it myuft appear that there 
is a Crime committed, that the Perfon 
to be feized is fafpe&ted of having com- 
mitted it, and that the Sufpicion is 
founded upon Probability. Requifites 
fo reafonable in their own Nature, 
fo neceflary to the Security of every 
Man’s Quiet and Reputation, and by 
Confequence fo ufefal to the Security 
and Happinefs of Societys that I fure 

ae 


pois 
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pofe they will need no Support or Vin- 
dication. Every Man is interefted in 
the Continuance of this Method of 
proceeding, becaufe no Man is fecare 
from fuffering by the Interruption or 
Abolition of it. 

Such, my Lords, is the Caution 
with which the Law direéts to pro- 
ceed in the firft Part of any criminal 
Procefs, the Detainment of the Perfon 
fuppofed guilty, nor is the Me- 
thod of Trial prefcribed with lefs re- 
gard to the Security of Innocence. 

It isan eftablifhed Maxim that no 
Man can be obliged to accufe himfelf, 
or to anfwerany Queftions which may 
have any Tendency to difcover what 
the Nature of his Defence requires to 


theCommotions of Party have fubfided, 
and the Heat of Oppolition and Re. 
fentment has given way to unpreju- 
diced Refleétion. 

Of thefe Rules, my Lords, it is not 
neceflary to produce any Defence from 
the Practice of diftant Nations, becaufe 
itis fufficient in the prefent Cafe that 
they are eftablifhed by the Conftitution 
of this Country, to which every Lilii- 
putian has a Right toappeal ; for 


B how can any Man defend his Condua, 


if having acted under one Law, he is 
to be tried by another? 

Let us therefore, my Lords, apply 
thefe Rules to the prefent Bill, and 
enquire what Regard appears to have 
been paid to them by the Clinabs, and 


be concealed. His Guilt muft appear C how well we fhall obferve them by 


éither by a voluntary and unconftrain- 
ed Confeffion, which the Terrors of 
Confcience have fometimes extorted, 
and the Notoriety of the Crime has 
at other Time’ produced, or by the 
Depofition of fuch Witneffes as the 
Jury fhall think worthy of Belief. 

To the Credibility of any Witnels it 
is always requifite that he be difin- 
terefted, that his own Caule be not in- 
volved in that of the Perfon who ftands 
at the Bar, that he has no Profpect of 


concurring in their Defign. 
With refpe& to the firft. by which 


it is required, that there be a known § 


and manifeft Crime. it does not appear 


to have engaged the leaft Attention in ff 
the other Houfe; for no Fact is {peci- 
fied in the Bill upon which a Profecu. 
tion can be founded, and therefore to f 
enquire after Evidence is fomewhat § 


prepofterous; it-is nothing lefs than to 
invite Men to give their Opinicn upon 


a Subjeé&t, and to anfwer without 2 § 


advancing his Fortune, clearing his E Queftion. 


Reputation, or fecuring his Life. For 
it is made too plain,by dailv Examples, 
that Intereft will prevail over the 
Virtue of moft Men, and that it is nor 
fafe to believe thofe who are firongly 
tempted to deceive. 

_. There are Cafes, my Lords, where 
the Intereft of the Perfon offering his 
Evidence is fo apparent, that he is not 
even admitted to be heard, and any 
‘Degree of Advantage which may pof- 
fibly arife, is allowed as an Objection 


It may be urged, indeed, that there is 
a univerfal Diicontent over the whole 
Nation, that the Clamour againft the 


Perfon mentioned in the Bill, bas been ff 
continued for many Years; that the ff 


Influence of the Nation is impaired in 
foreign Countries ; that ourTreafury is 
exhaufted; tha¢ our Liberties have 
been ‘attacked, our Properties in- 
vaded, and our Morals corrupted; 
but thefe are yet only Rumours, with- 


out Proof and without legal Certainty, § 
to Evidence, and weakens it in a Mea- G which may indeed with great Proprie- 


fure proportionate to the Diftance of ‘ty give Occafion to an Enquiry, and 


the Profpect and the Degree of. Profit. 

Such are the Rules hitherto followed 
‘in criminal Proceedings, the Violation 
of which has been always cenfured as 
Cruelty and Oppreifion, and perhaps 
always been repented even by, thofe 
“who propoled and defended it, when 


perhaps by that Enquiry fome Fads 
may be afcertained which may afford 
fufficient Reafons for farther Procedure. 


But fach, my Lords, is the Form off 


the Bill now before us, that if it fhould 


pais into a Siatate, it would, in my 0- g 
pinion, puta Stop to all future — t 
- y S 
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by making thofe incapable of giving 
Evidence, who have had moft Oppor- 
tunities of knowing thofe Tranfactions, 
which haye given the chief Octafion 
of Sufpicion, and from whom there- 
fore the moft important Information 
mnuft naturally be expected. 

The firft requifite Qualification of a 
Witnefs, whether We confult natural 
Equity and Reafon, or the common 
Law of our own Country, is Difin- 
tereftednefs ; an Indifference, with re- 

rd-to ajl outward Circumiftances, a- 

gut the Event of the Trial at which 
his Teftimony is required. A Rule 
fo evidently neceflary that it requires 
no Defence, for he that is called as a 
Witnefs where’ he is interefted, is in 
reality giving Evidence in his own 


ufe, 

This Qualification, my Lords, the 
Bill now before us manifeftly takes 
away; forevery Man who fhall appear 
againft the Perfon into whofe Conduct 
the Clinabs are enquiring, evidently 


Fett in the higheftDegree,his own 


ntereft by his Evidence, as he may 
preclude all Examination of his own 
Behaviour, and fecure the Poffeffion of 
that Wealth which he has accumula- 
ted by Fraud and Oppreffion, or per- 
haps preferve that Life which the Juf- 
tice of the Nation might take away. 

Nothing, my Lords, is more obvi- 
ous than that this Offer of Indemnity 
may produce Perjury and falfe Accufa- 
tion, nothing is-more probable than 
that he who is con{cious of any atroci- 
ous Villanies, which he cannot certain- 
ly fecure from Difcovery, will {natch 
this Opportunity of committing one 
Crime more, to fet himfelf free from 
the Dread of Punifhment, and blot 
out his own Guilt forever, by char- 
ging the Hurgo Ofrord as one of his 
Accomplices. 

It may be urged, my Lords, that 
he who hall give falfe Evidence, for- 
feits the Indemni:y to which the ho- 
neft Witnefs is intitled, but let us con-

Perjury. It is at all Times crimi- 
nal and at all Times punifhable to 
commit Perjury, and yet it has beer 
hitherto thought neceflary not only to 


a deter it. by fubfequent Penalties, but 


to take away all previous Temptations; 
no Man’s Oath will be admitted in his 
own Caufe, though offered at the Ha- 
zard of the Punifhiment inflicted upon 
Perjury. To offer Indemgity to invite 
Evidence, and to defer them from falfe 


B Accufations by the Forfeiture of it, 


even tho’ we fhould allow to the pen 
Claufe, all the Efficacy which can be 


‘Sees by thofe who propofed it, is 


only to fet one part of the Bill at Vari- 
ance with the other, to erect and de- 
molifh at the fame Time. 

But it may be proved, my Lords, 
that the Reward will have more In- 
fluence than the Penalty, and that e- 
very Man who can reafon upon the 
Condition in which he is placed by this 
Bill, will be more incited to accule the

the Profpett of Security, than inti- 
midated by the Forfeiture incurred by

For, let us fuppofe, my Lords, a 
Man whofe Condué expofes him to 
Punifhment, and who knows that he 
fhall not long be able to ccnceal it ; 
what can be more apparently his In- 
tereft, than to contrive fach an Accu- 
fation as may complicate his own 
Wickednefs with fome Tranfaftions of 
the Perfon to whom this Bill relates ? 


F He may indeed be poffibly confuted 


and lofe the Benefit offered by the State, 
but the Lofs of it will not place him 
in a Condition more dangerous than 
what he is in already; he has already 
deferved all the Severity to which his 
Perjury will expofe him, and by for- 
ging a bold and wel! connetted Calum- 
ny he has at leaft aChance of efcaping.

What 
would be your Lordfhips Judgment, 
fhould you read, that in any diftane 
Age, or remote Country, a Man was 
condemned cpon the Evidence of Per- 
fons publickly hired to aceufe him, and 
who, by their own Confeflion, were 
"Traytors to their Country? 
That Wickedne(fs, my Lords, fhéuld 


be extripated by Severity and Jutftice, .

of every Country, and therefore’ ‘it ‘is 
not to be doubted; that, in all Ages, the 
Reficttions of the wifeft Men have

a Method unkown to the Conftitution, 
no fuch Security can be obtained, for 
there is no Provifion made by the 
Laws for the Punifhment of a Man 
who fhail give falfe Evidence before a 
Committee of the Houfe of Clinabs.

From the Champion. N° 455, 
Charatter of Mr GARRICK. 
SIR, 


HE Stage has been generally rank’d 
T among the nobieft Entertainments 
of a polite and rational Mind ; and it is 
nowonder that fuch as diftinguifh them- 
fives in the Profeffion of Acting, have 
been paid fuch great Honours, from the 
Roscius of Rome, to his Rival of Great 
britain, Mr Garrick. 

Mr Garrick is but of a middling. Sta- B 
ture, yet, being well proportion’d, and 
having a peculiar Happinefs in his Ad- 
drefs and Aétion, is a living Initance, that 
it is not effential to a Theatrical Hero, 
to be fix Fuot high. His V:ice is clear 
and piercing, perfectly fweet and har- 
monieus, without Monotony, Drawling, 
or AffeAation ; it is capable of all the © 
various Paffions, which the Heart of 
Man is agitated with, and the Genius of 
Shakefpear can defcribe ; it neither is 
whining, beliowing, or grumbling, but 
in whatever Charaéter he aflimulates, 
perfectly eafy in its Tranfitions, natural 
in its Cadence, and beautitul in its Elo- p 
ction. He is not'lefs happy in his Mien 
and Gait, in which he is neither ftrut- 
ting or mincing, neither ftiff nor flouch- 
ings When three or four are on. the 
Stage with him, he is attentive to what- 
ever is {poke, and never drops his Cha- 
ta@er when he has finifh’d a Speech, by 
tither looking contempribly on an inferi- E 
or Performer, unnec: flary {pitting, or fuf- 
fering his Eyes to wander thro” the whole 
Circle of Spectators. His Adtion corre- 
mts with the Voice, and: both with 
the Charaéter he isto play; it is never 
fuperfluous, aukward, or too frequently 
repeated, but gracetul, decent, and vari- 
ous. In the Parts of Richard III. King 
Lear, the Lying Valet, and Bays in the 
Rehearfal, he is as different as they are 
oppofite, and enters into their Spirit with 
great Juftneis and Propricty. I cannot 
omit raking notice, that { me have been 
offended at his mimicking the Piayers ; 
on which I fhali beg Leave ro « bferve, G 
that it was firft done at Goodman’s-Fields, 
toexcite the Curiofity, and ferve the Pro- 
prietor, and cannot perhaps be eaily o- 
mitted; that the Characters of {ome_ of 
our beft Aétors are too well eftablifh’d 
to be hurt that Way; that the moft exe 
cellent A€tor has, and muft have, fome 
peculiar Criterion which may be ingeni 
oufly hit off ; that there always bas been 
an Emulation between the two Houfes, 
and that the great Betterton was not -x- 
¢empt from this Ridicule; in our own 
Time, (but very lateiy) Mr Zhe. Cibber,

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and young Green of -Lane, were 
greatly applauded for mimicking two 
principle Performers. 

But to return to Mr Garrick; I think 
it his leaft ExceHence, tho’ it is certainly 
an Indication of his great Abilities, and a 
defirable Quality in any A@or; it being 
an effential Part of his Profeffion, to ftu. 
dy the Foibles of Mankind: I do not 
mean that one A@tor fhould trace ano-~ 
ther’s Manner ; for the beft and only Mo- 
del is Nature, of which Mr Garrick is as 
fine a Copy as he is of the Players he imi- 
tates. 1 am, Sir, Tours Cc.

learned world is.too well known to be infifed on. 
He can’t failte give as great pleafure and entertain- 
ment in bis original language to tbofe, wbeare ma- 
fiers of it, or inan Englith drefs to this.age and na- 
tion, as be did envy and credit to bis.own. 

As long as fine {enfe; furprizing humour, poig- 
mant wit, the mof? delicate raillery, the fweet and 
profitable, blended qwith the niceft judgment, fall 
claim vines. fo. long wwrll the works of Lucian 
be admired and read ; that is, as long as there fhall be 
@ perfon in the world to read them. 

I fhall take no notice of bis declamations tho’ not at 
all inferior to bis dialogues. 

I cannot’ but confefs my furprize that among the 
numerous tranflations of antient and modern authors, 
the prefs crowds every day, upon.us, it bas not prefen- 
ted any of Lucian’s ,qwritings ina poetical drefs : 
efpecially as the fubjeé?s of bis dialogues are in them- 
elves poetical, ths ftyle perfeFly Afiatick, the peri- 
ods fine, the cadences harmonious, aed the machi- 
Nery carious and agreeable, 

This little effay 1s humbly and modeftly propos’d 
to the world of tafte, as a faint fpecimen what a fi- 
gure Lucian may make in a poetical garb: and fbou'd 
this attempt bappen in the leaft degree to pieafe,—or to 
afford a bint—-and put others of {uperior genius on the 
pleafing talk of favouring the publick with fome poe- 
tical tranflations of sbefe dialogues, zurich 1¢ mujt be

The principal View of Maitebois being 
thus wholly difappointed, and he findi 
his Army greatly harraffed, his Cavalry 
almoft ruined, the Country totally ex. 
haufted, and Provifions very remote, he 
refolved to retire by Egra into Franconia, 
and fo to Amberg, in the upper Palatinat, 
Thus obliged to abandon M. Broglio, he 
fatisfies himfel‘ with having railed the 
Siege of Prague, and given the Garrifon 
an Opportunity of procuring Supplies to 
enable them to hold out till Spring. 

But Count Seckendorf, the Emperor's 
General, has been more fuccefsful in Bae 
aria ; at § Head of 16,000 Men, on the 
23d paft, he took Landfhut which lies 30 
Miles N. E. of Munich, where was a cone 
fiderable Magazine. The Aufrian Go 
vernor of that Place with his Lieutenant, 
galloped up to the grand Guard afrer rhe 
Imperialifts had got Pofleffion of it, dif- 
charged two Piftole, commanded his Peo. 
pie to fire ir, and declared they would de 
fend themfelves to the laft Man; havin 
refufed Quarter, he was killed by a Mule 
ket Ball. The Lieutenant and 10 more 
loft their Lives, and two Companies of 
Huflars, fome Foot and 160 Dragoons 
were made Prifoners. Upon the Ape 
proach of the Imperialifts to Munich, 
General Berenclas with 4000 Men a 
abindoned that Capital,on the 25th pat 
early in the Morning, but carried off the 
firft Prefident, a Counfellor of State, two 
Burgo Matters, two Jefuits, two Augufin 
Friars as Hoitages, and retreated to Waf- 
ferbourg, where they threw a Bridge over 
the Jna and marched towards Paffau. 
The next Day the Imperialifts, after en- 
tering Munich, perfued the Auffrians, took 
feveral Baggage Waggons, and, fome fay, 
their military Cheft with 300,000 Florins; 
{the Value of which fee Vol. X. p. io€. 
The .%frians having entirely evacuate 
Bavaria, the Emperor is again become 
Mafter of his own Territories, =ho’ pof- 
fibly, his Poffefion wiil not be of long 
Duration ; for when Khevenbuller, whum 
the grand Duke derached with 1600a 
Men, has joined Berenclax the Auffrians 
will exceed 20,000. His Imperial Majee 
fty, who ta'ks of repairing.to Manich, has 
at ait obtained of the Dyct at Francfort a 
Subtidy of ¢0 Rowman Months to be paid 
attwo Terms, the End of Nowember and 
Beginning ot next Year.
